Stock like a 
change of feed as well as you do and if 
their breakfast can be of one kind anil 
their supper of uuother, so much the bit- 
ter. 

To secure good results from cows in 
winter they must be furuised a variety of 
good milk-producing feeds. Good corn 
silage, if a supply is on hand, will largely 
take the place of summei grass. Mangels 
mnl other greet) roots are good. Alfalfa 
and prime clover hay arc the best rough 
feeds, as they contain protein and mineral 
matter in a high degree. Concentrated 
feeds may consist of ground corn, wheat 
bran and cotton seed meal. Cottou seed 
j meal should always be fed mixed with 
I bran or ground corn. 

Men who produce apples that sell for 
more than oranges first have choice vari- 
eties, and they keep their orchards clean 
so that perfect apples can grow - . Spray- ; 
ing is done to kill insects and diseases < 
By spraying and geueral good care, they 
reduce the crop of culls to nearly zero 
aud increase the crop of perfect apples to 1 
nearly 100 per ceut. The prol't of the j 
apple crop Is raised directly in . .oportlou ! 
as the percentage of perfect apples Is 1 
raised. There Is uo money iu culls and 
wormy stock. 

Fifteen minutes of direct sunshine 
brings death to most of the disease germs. 
When we have such a powerful disinfect- 
ant free let us use it abundantly. Have 1 
plenty of windows in the stable. Let the 
sunlight get directly in on all sides If pos- 
sible. Many have the windows hinged 
ou the lower side and have them open in- 
ward from the top. This prevents a di- 
rect draft on the cows Keep tlie windows 
free from cobwebs and wash them oil' oc- 
casionally. 

The whole principle of the value of crop 
rotation iu soil building aud corichmcut is 
that where one crop is changed for an- 
other for a number of years, the soil has 
time to rest aud recharge Itself, so to 
speak, with new food compounds for the 
same crop when it Hguiu comes around In 
the cycle of rotation. One good system 
of rotation in central sections is corn, 
oats, clover, wheat aud hack to corn. 
This gives the land threu years iu which 
to gather new corn energy between tlie 
corn cropping years. 

In former years, and sometimes now, 
cowa were compelled to spend cold w ln- 
tej days and nights around u cold straw 
stock, or iu the shelter of a rail fence 
, with perhaps only -traw or corn stalks to 
j eat. Only a few pints of milk were se- 
cured, where if the same cow had been 
carefully housed ami liberally fed slie 
would have given two to live times as 
much milk. Warm shelter is an Import- 
ant item for the producing cow iu winter. 

There are two good reasons for sug- 
gesting that whenever possible barnyard 
manure should resell the tlelds in the fall 
rather than in Hie s|iring of the year H rat, 
there is less waste of the elements of fer- 
tility by tli.t leaching effects of tlie wiuter 
aud spring r ains, aud, second, when up- 
l plied in the fall and also turned under by 
fall plowing, decomposition sets in irn- 
j mediately, progresses slowly during tlie 
, winter, th« ii proceeds rapidly with the 
warmiug up of tin- soil in the spring 
' Nitrogen, one of the most important of 
chemical eleiueuts to growing plants, is 
tlius made available for its use even be- 
! fore the crop is planted

Practical Points About Attracting Birds 

Many people who try to attract birds J 
about their homes fail In their cllbrts, not 
because their methods are wrong, hut be- 
cause they lack that practical knowledge 
of small details that often makes the dif- 
ference between success and failure In 
this as well as in many of the larger un- 
dertakings of life. It is the object of 
these articles, in a measure, to supply 
these details. 

In should be understood at the outset 
that such foods as we may be able to oiler 
birds will be used by them mainly as a 
makeshift at time w hen their natural food 
supply is short, aud for this reason w hen 
we begin feeding, the supply must be 
constant duriiig the winter months or we , 
^all fail lo accomplish our object. The i 
birds may desert our artitlcal feeding 
places during line weather; but if the | 
supply is kept up and lu the right w ay 
they will surely 11 nd it lu inclement weath- 
er, when they most need It. 

The objection so often urged that in 
feeding the birds we shall pauperize them 
should have no weight, as insect-eating 
birds always prefer their natural food to 
anything that we may be able to supply 
them ; but by feeding birds iu winter we 
may save their lives at times when snow 
aud ice have covered their uaturrl food 
supply. 

No one llviug in the country districts is 
so poor that lie cauiiot feed the birds, for 
If nolliiug else oilers, cliatl'. hayseed, meat 
trimmings and scraps will answer every 
purpose. If the trimmings are all utilized 
iu the home it is a poor butcher w ho will 
not give the children a few scraps or 
bones now and then to feed the birds. 
There is food enough wasted in lids 
country every year to save from starva- 
tion ten limes as many birds as winter 
with us. 

It is one of the joys of winter in the 
country to watch the birds about the farm- 
house; but unless they are attracted there 
by feeding in tlie right way they will not 
come. Feeding should hegiu in October 
or November so that migratory birds, 
may make tiie place their winter home. 
Hayseed and chart’ may lie scattered about 
Hie yard ou the sheltered sunny side of 
the buildings or under an open shed fac 
lug to the south. 

Scratching sheds for poultry make excel 
lent feeding places for the birds, for they 
w ill always II ml there some weed seeds or 
line particles of grain that the liens have 
missed. Bits of suet, bones broken to 
expose the marrow, or fat pork mav be 
used to attract woodpeckers, nuthatches 
aud chickadees. These my be tied to 
the blanches of the orchard or shade trees 
about the house, and if the fat or suet is 
likely to be carried orttiy cats, dogs, crows 
squirrels or jays it mav be wound about 
with twine or covered with “cellar wire” 
netting so that the birds call peck it out 
piecemeal, aud uolhing can carry it away 
bodily. The birds rtudiug these tidbits in 
their excursions about the neighborhood 
will hegiu to nip at them occasionally, 
meanw hile feeding maluly ou hibernating 
Insect pests 

L’uless Ibe food table cau be kept well 
leuded ll Is better to have a little perma- 
nent structure midi r a roof w here snow 
ami ice cannot ai emulate and where no 
food will be wasted. Such little food 
liouser are used, by iudivlduaU aud States 
in Gerinauy for feeding the birds. 1 tiese

Agriculture Experiment. 

Tite Massachusetts Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station lias just issued its Bulletin 
142, Inspection of Commercial Feed Stuffs 
A new law regulating the sale of com- 
mercial feeding stuffs was passed a year 
ago, extending the scope of the inspection 
to include the wheat feeds anti slmiliar 
by-products, anti requiring a guaranteed 
statement regarding the percentage of 
orude fiber as well as protein ami fat. 

The Bulletin reports therefore, an un- 
usually thorough inspection, and besides 
the analytical results, contain several 
pages of interesting comments on the dif- 
ferent c’asses of feeding stuffs anti a 
discussion of the properties of some of 
the low-grade materials now “conserved” 
by introducing them into mixed cattle 
foods. 

The Bulletin is completed with a table 
of average wholesale prices of the stand- 
ard feeding stuffs, for each month of the 
year, September 1, 1911 to Atfgust 31, 
1912. The Bulletin will be sent to anyone 
requesting it- Address communications 
to Director, Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion Amherst, Mass.

The successful fsrmer has to have a lot 
of faith In this farm and farming opera- 
tions. Many do not see enough In them 
to stimulate effort worth while. They 
only half-way believe In better farming 
methods. They r»ad and talk about good 
seed and deep tillage, yet they are seldom 
guilty of plowing deep or planting pedi- 
greed seeds. Men who are highly suc- 
cessful in their special lines of business 
are often spoken of as speculators or 
gamblers, but what others may call spec- 
ulative chances they call confidence, w hich 
Is the truer term. They believe that their 
investment, their transactions and their 
work will bringfdrsired results. Believ- 
ing and backing their belief with work 
and business Judgement, being desired re- 
sults. Faith and speculation In farming 
and other business are synonymous terms.

Shoe Industry. 

Transactions in the retail shoe trade are 
showing the influence of Christmas, as 
goods suitable for gifts are attracting at- 
tention and customers. Sales of Staples 
are generally satisfactory, following the 
need of new shoes to replace the old light- 
weights w hicli have had such a remarkable 
lease of life. In those |>lacos where win- 
ter lias been emphatically indicated sales 
are good and recorders of fall and winter 
goods are pleasing to manufacturers and 
wholesalers. 

Spring business continues to improve 
and orders are increasing. An estimate 
of the choice expressed by dealers of 
men’s slides shows that gun metals are 
leading now, with rtissias second. It i- 
not considered peculiar that this should 
be the case, and a good run of brown 
shoes is expected later. The demand for 
vlci-kid and patent leather goods is good. 
I 11 fact, the trade is generally in good 
shape, and the expectation of a good year 
in ID IB is increasing. 

A large share of the complications of 
business due to the increase of intensive 
living, and the increasing cost of living, 
falls on tiie shoe industry, and while it 
may seem a far cry from the Balkan War 
to the shoe trade in this country, ucvertln - 
less, the w ar has an influence which help- 
to pile up the cost to the consumer. The 
effect Is noticed in the diminished supply 
of goat skins from tha’ section, aud while 
the Mexican supply is a helpful factor, the 
loss of the European skins is noticed. 
The ending of the war w ill not resto; e 
conditions to the normal, for it will re- 
quire some time to restore the habits of 
life of tiie people of the Balkan States, 
aud reestablish their avenues of trade. 

Meanwhile, in shoe manufacturing cir- 
cles a possible relief from the advancing 
ing prices of shoes was sought in the 
restoration to favor of kid goods. The 
demand for calf leather shoes lias been so 
great as to ail’ect even the value of side 
leather, and manufacturers have thought 
that the consumers could lie helped if they 
would adopt more kid-leather shoes, for 
these skius are less costly for several 
reasons. The hope lias not been very 
readily realized, aud now the peculiar 
conditions in the sources of supply may 
influence prices later. 

The only resort is tiie fabric |shoe, and 
hitherto the cost of the cloths used has 
been so great as to put the shoe ou the 
same plane of value to tiie wearer as the 
all-leather shoe, and tiie consumers not 
unnaturally decide, if cost is tiie same, 
that all-leather is more valuable in the 
long run." 

In spite of lliis some shoe manufactu- 
rers me trying to attract more interest in 
the fabric shoe, aud they are being re- 
warded, for there is au increasing demand 
for them in women’s lines. Not only lias 
the vitality of the velvet shoe surpii-ed 
the trade, hut the use of worsteds, whip- 
cords, etc., is increasing. That the de- 
mand may increase Hie supply of fabrics 
at lowering prices is not impossible, and 
as time goes ou a release of some of tbe 
leather may be secured. At the same 
time the other commercial uses of leatln-is 
increase, aud if the c msumers do not re- 
quire leather for siioea they want it for 
much else, from coats, bags, writing 
desks, to upholstery. 

Already experts in t tie industry are 
foreseeing retail prices of shoes working 
up to or 810 a pair, and if Hie future is 
but a development of tiie past and an evo- 
lution of tiie preseut such prices are be- 
yond the realm of thought for if in the 
past seven years prices have advanced 
from 8J aud 83 50 to 85 aud 8 1 * for similar 
grade goods, it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect Hie 810 shoe in a few years 

Shoe ilealers arc becoming more im- 
pressed w ith the necessity of advancing 
prices for their goods next year. They 
are opposed to a wide variety of styles 
and the possibility of freak shoes, but be- 
lieve tiie public will be best served by a 
limited rauge of desiraWle styles, but a 
w ide range of sizes ; and for such desir- 
able goods they believe the public will be 
willing to pay the advanced prices th.-v 
declare necessary if the dealer is to have 
the piotlls to which lie i- entitled —Bos- 
ton Transcript.

fact first, you will l»c training men 
to tnkc part in your town government 
perhaps with a little hit better pre- 
paration than you have had in the 
past. 

I know the difficulties to a man 
who nccepts public office, the man 
who is selectman, mayor or alderman. 
Generally we pick out a man because 
of his worthiness, his splendid char- 
acter, his ability as a business man* 
ami set him at problems that lie has 
never had a chance to study, and ex- 
pect him to solve them ns an expert 
would. Sometimes lie does solve 
them, but when he does not we criti- 
cise him. There has been too much 
said in derision of our officers and 
the men we elect to offices; they do 
not deserve all the things that have 
been said about them. 

Your ministers must certainly un- 
derstand this sort of thing. Now I 
am sorry for the ministers in a way, 
and I speak as a churchman, as the 
head of an organization of the Feder- 
ation of Church clubs ; but the min- 
isters and churchmen have been work- 
ing against terrific odds ; they have 
been trying to love and elevate their 
fellowmcn in such a fashion that at 
the best their methods have been 
about ns effective as was Mrs. Part- 
ington trying to sweep back the ris- 
ing tide with a broom. The charit- 
able work carried by the churches 
has been tremendously ineffective; 
the destructive influence of the com- 
munity have been going on faster 
than the work of the church could 
patch things up. So the ministers 
are bound to lie interested in this 
thing because it begins at the bottom. 
It begins to consider every single boy 
and girl born into a community as a 
assert of value, and of too much 
value to be trifled with. 

So you see that when you attack 
this problem of city planning you 
have got everybody with you. S oil 
have got the mothers with you, the 
Women’s Club, that powerful influ- 
ence that is now commanding the re- 
spect of every thinking man of the 
country. They are the natural 
housekeepers of the city ; they are 
the ones to bring into the city plan- 
ning movement ; they are interested 
in the children, and so are we all, 
the fathers and brothers, only we 
haven’t thought of it as a matter of 
efficiency. 

And we hear a lot nowadays about 
efficiency in business, and any busi- 
ness man whether his mind is full of 
obsolete theories of philosophy and 
religion or not, if he has scientific 
methods brought to his attention in 
order to make his output better, and 
more money in his factory, he will 
study efficiency in that direction and 
employ an efficiency engineer. And 
there is the same question of effici- 
ency administration in our communi- 
ties, so that nothing shall be lost — 
not even the children — not one of 
them. 

So much for the moral side, but 1 
put it in first because it usually comes 
last, Business is the tiist question 
with most of us. Now, I would like 
to show you why it is absolutely nec- 
essary from the business standpoint 
to undertake this question of city 
planning. I have already men- 
tioned the fact that there are 
some 201) cities that have a 
commission form of government that 
gives them direct connection whereby 
they can administer affairs as men 
administer a corporation with five or 
six men as a board of directors to go 
ahead and do things; and many cities 
have a referendum so the citizens can 
accomplish the things they want. 

You know the proposition of city 
planning practically considered is not 
to overburden a city with debt, with 
bonds, to do a lot of huge undertak- 
ings right off — not at all ; but rather 
to make a plan that looks live, ten or 
twenty-live years into the future, so 
that every dollar that shall be spent 
shall be spent along the lines of the 
future. These cities in the West 
ami South are not going into 
this city planning business foi 
fun or for sentiment. They are act- 
uated by precisely the same motives 
you are in getting a board of trade 
iike this together, — business motive ; 
und they are very competent business 
men. One of the first things they 
observe is that the city does not grow 
rich by swapping money between its 
inhabitants. Your citizen of Wey- 
mouth, who lives here and makes Iris 
money here, and gin s to a tradesman 
and hands him a live dollar bill per- 
haps a large part of that money is 
shipped out of town to pay for the 
goods that he bought; but when you 
manufacture here an article of gen- 
eral use and your manufacturer ships 
a case of his goods up to Oshkosh 
and brings that hundred dollars back 
from Oshkosh that is paid for those 
goods, that money is added to the re- 
sources of your town; it is paid out 
and developed for labor, beltei incuts, 
luxes, etc. And if you have suff icient 
enterprise to balance properly your 
agricultural and other interests of 
our town organization to draw from 


nil over the universe, from every little 
hnmlct nnd town then' little trickling 
rivulets of irold dra iinu back into 
your treasuiy. voiii town begins to 
in* a rich manufacturing place prop- 
erly administered. So that when a 
town begins to boom the first thing 
to think of is to get lie w industric-. 
You take a place like Kceokuk where, 
they have n greater water power de- 
velopment. and where strategy boards 
are sitting to bring about the getting 
of new industries. l)o you think 
they arc trying in a fool fashion way 
to do that? — not at all; they arc 
trained strategists. Suppose here in 
New Kngland we are making export 
goods having no particular name by 
which they can be identified by 
the purchaser, and distributing 
goods to the jobbers nnd depend- 
ing upon a certain steady demand 
which has existed during the 
period when the country had not 
reached the point of saturation 
In goods; if it lias no name anybody 
can go in nnd buy that lot of goods, 
but we can build a factory here just 
ns good as their factory or beltei 
though it may cost a million dollars, 
and it will be a modern, sanitary fac- 
tory, and better for the help to make 
them contented nnd healthy which is 
a very important question. The dust 
in our factories does more than foul 
air to lower efficiency than we think. 

Gentlemen, the thing that New 
Kngland rests upon is not alone the 
good goods we make but it is the 
skilled labor, and they say now if we 
could only get that skilled labor, we 
can start right < IT. Hut how arc we 
going to get the skilled labor, and we 
ought to be wise enough to know that 
it is not merely by better wages but 
by better housing, better social status 
for the working man and his family, 
and better things educationally. And 
it is working along that line, and how 
long do you think it will be before 
New Kngland will be denuded of its 
skilled labor by these enterprising 
people of the West. Do you know 
what happened in the automobile in- 
dustry tiiat started in New Kngland 
first. Wasn't that started in New 
Kngland around Boston. We 
let men raise money and get our 
skilled labor from l.owell, Providence 
and Fitchburg, and with that skilled 
labor they took this automobile indus- 
try and it is not now in New Kngland, 
only a very small part of it. 

What became of the stove indus- 
try? Where are the stoves made to- 
day? In Detroit. One man went 
from New Kngland and established 
the stove industry in Detroit. De- 
troit and the West controls over fit) 
per cent of the industry in this coun- 
try. 

Troy, New York, was a great cen- 
ter for stoves, but they have got it 
out of there, and having the skilled 
labor they can make stoves and make 
them and sell them by name. 

Now I paint this picture and this 
is not a mere scarecrow, because it 
shows whether we shall do this ,lhing 
for moral reasons or because as men 
we are our brother’s keeper and we 
are bound to do it, or because we an; 
forced to do it in order to maintain 
our industrial supremacy in New 
Kngland, we are forced to do it in 
order to hold our skilled labor. 

New Kngland men are fearless; it 
has been my experience that New 
Kngland men when they once make 
up their minds to do things do them. 
They have got the ability; they 
have got the thinking apparatus; 
they have got the courage 
and manhood to do these things. 
Only they have been to some extent 
obsessed by a foolish conventional- 
ism of thought which has said, — we 
arc conservative, we are the conserv- 
people of this earth; we mustn’t go 
to fust, we have got to try these 
things out. 

To be properly conservative, gentle- 
men, means to conserve the good 
things in the future as well as past. 
The undertaker is conservative; he 
is splendidly conservative, but lie only 
conserves dead ones [laughter]. 
Now we want to conserve live things, 
things that are ahead of us in the fu- 
ture; we want to have wisdom enough 
to see what those things are, and if 
we cannot find out ourselves we can 
get specialists to study these things 
for us ; we can go to a source of in- 
formation that will show us that 
every one of these propositions I have 
been talking about in a conversa- 
tional way — where these things have 
been done successfully. There is 
not a thing in sanitation, in sewage 
disposal, in water works development, 
in lighting, in housing that has not 
been done splendidly somewhere. 

Take those garden cities in J. etch- 
worth, Kngland, where they have 
garden cities for the working people, 
w here they have a line cottage with 
oiie-lwellli of an acre of ground ; and 
they have bowling greens und club 
houses, schools and everything you 
can think of to enable those people 
to live respectable lives. We have a 
democratic country, but here is a 
monarchical country that has done it 
on democratic liues. and they formed 
corporations where wealthy men have 
invested in it at a per cent. They 
make tin- tenant invest his little sum 
of money and he becomes part ownci 
of the cottage and has his voice in 
electing of some of the trustees and 
managers, and he is made responsible 


for the care and upkeep of this 
thing, nnd he does not let expense 
accrue on his property — not at all. 
because lie is looking f->r his divi- 
dends. He gets a dividend of 7 per 
cent on f he rental value of his cot- 
tage. and it ci'*-ts him five to seven j 
or eight dollars a week, and somi 
cost ten dollars because they have 
fine cottages costing a thousand dol- 
lars in these garden cities, nnd the ; 
well paid man with a large income is 
not ashamed to live there. 

And they have cut down the death j 
rate until it is one-half what it is in 
the Knglish manufacturing city. 

Children die here like flies — from ’ 

2a0,000 to 300,000 children of this I 
blessed country of ours die every year 
in the first year of their life from I 
neglect, from improper food, im- 
proper milk, rotten, shameful neglect 
on the part of intelligent men w ho | 
want to stop that thing in their own j 
community first. With proper hous- 
ing, proper milk supply, proper edu- 
cational facilities, proper health pro- 
tection you will do it. Hut in the 
garden cities at Lctehworth the chil- 
dren have live times as much chances 
as in Liverpool, Hirmingham and 
other places. It is not an experi- 
ment ; it worked out beautifully ; they 
have capable business men working 
it out on the same plan as we might 
here. 

Now this demands work, demands 
study, demands effort' You put men 
on committees to work and they have 
got to work, and they want to work. 

I have seen men working in theCham- 
her of Commerce the last two years 
as I have never seen before. Why, , 
it is better to be the chairman of one j 
of those great committees than to be j 
the mayor of Boston, certainly better 
than to lie an alderman. They are 
serving here in Boston with all the 
pride of the rich men in Germany 
who serve their state so splendidly, j 
When we make these committees 
worthwhile — and you can get your! 
best men on them, and give them | 
work and they will work, and won’t 
simply regard t lie wearing of the | 
badge of office as the whole thing, j 
The badge of office is a nice thing, i 
but some people think altogether too!

Gifts of Crash and Cretonne 


By JULIA BOTTOMLCY. 
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CHRISTMAS BALL A NOVELTY 

Will Prove Something New and Enter- 
telnlng for the Children on 
Chrietmae Morning. 

This Is a novel receptacle holding 
twenty or more small gifts for the en- 
tertainment of children on Christ inns 
morning. When the children are seat- 
ed on the lloor, this ball Is set In mo- 
tion by a grown-up; the child to 
whom It is rolled takes out a gift, 
and sends the ball spinning to anoth- 
er, and so on until the gifts are ex- 
hausted. The framework Is made as 
follows; Du.v two pairs of ten-inch 
wooden embroidery-hoops, and put 
them Inside each other until you 
have the skeleton of a globe with 
eight curved ribs.

opening must be left between two of 
the ribs to allow the children to 
rencli In for the glftB. If you should 
cut the rind of an orange into eight 
sections, from bud end to Btein end.

When n 
foreign wnrshlp Is In United States 
waters and lires such n sahiljjpll Is 
returned exclusively by the nearest bat 
tery. the United States ships remain- 
ing silent 

Under no circumstances Is a salute 
permitted from a United States vessel 
In honor of any nation or any .uJJicial 
of a nation not formally recognized by 
the government of the United States, 
nnd no ship of the navy Is permitted 
to lower her sails or dip her ensign 
unless to return a courtesy. On the 
other hand, when passing or being 
passed by a foreign ship of war at 
close range all olllcers and mrn on 
deck arc required to salute the foreign 
flags and the sentries to present arms 

BURNS IN THE RAIN. 

Prope, Way to Build a CampftfB In 

Stormy Weather. 

There are several ways of building a 
1 enmplire that an ordinary rain will not 
put out. This is one: 

Lay two sticks on the ground par 
allel with each other and from two to 
four times as far apart as the diame- 
ters of the sticks Across these two 
lay two more, as if you were starting 
a roll house. If necessary drive stakes 
into the ground to keep the sticks in 
place 

For the next story of the cob house 
use only one stick and place that on 
the side on which you are to lie when 
the fire is burning. These live sticks 
may be green. Dry wood makes a bet- 
ter tire, but it needs rebuilding sootier 
Roof over the cob house wil^jiny 
iklnd of dry wood. The,hardei>tn^WHt 
* i : ie more there will have to be if this 
roof is to shed the water. Fach stick 
of the roof should rest on the back log 
and on the last— the fifth— stick of the 
coh house and he kept in place by (lie 
side sticks. 

Fill the inside of the house with 
kindlings and set lire to them. The 
roof will burn on the under side, where 
the heat of the lire keeps it dry. As 
each stick hums through it falls Into 
the tire that tills the interior of the 
coh house The camper watches the 
lire and cooks through the opening 
between the fore stick and the top 
stick lliiit supports the roof. lie also 
feeds lira lids and small kindlings 
through this opening, but puts the 
large sticks on the roof. 

It is surprising to see In how hard 
a rain this kind of lire will burn.— 
Youth’s Companion. 

The Flag Halyards. 

“Many a slender flagpole has been 
ruined." saiil a rigger, “by drawing (lie 
halyards down too snugly when mak- 
ing them fast after hauling down the 
flag If this is done in dry weather 
a iitl it comes on wet the shrinking of 
the halyards thus drawn taut to start 
with may lie enough to bend the pole, 
and if it should be left in that way 
long enough the pole would be permn 
tietnly bent Flag halyards when no 
flag is flying should be made fast with 
u little slack "

If the Rural New Yorker's poultry in- 
vesligutions have determined one thing 
more valuable than others, it is the use 
of kerosene and spraying bellows for ex- 
terminating lice in the easiest and cheap- 
est way. A poultry house ten feet square 
can he thoroughly kerosened in a minute, 
the line spray penetrating every crack and 
crevice. 


Cotton-seed meal is the richest of all 
concentrates in protein, as well as other 
valuable compounds. It is more than 
twice us valuable as bran or shorts, hut 
does not cost tw ice as much. 1 1 also lias 
a very high mauurial value, rich in niiro- 
gt-ii. phosphorus and potash. It is to,, 
licit to lie fed alone, hut should he mixed 
with brar, silage or ground corn. It Isa 
milk producer and hy its use rich fertili- 
zers are added to the land. 

All lines of industry, all methods and all 
men have advanced production, and low- 
ered the cost, except the fanilcr who is 
standing still, and the stiller he stands the 
higher the cost of living and the lower 
his soil fertility. Building up soil fer- 
tility will build up yields and pull down 
the cost of living, giving the farmer more 
profit on w hat would cost the consumer 
less money.

5 If the tree hears ton much fruit 
prime heavily in w inter, so t hat the len- 
di-ney will he to wood growth 

6. Pruue to remove surplus purls or 
injured pans or parts that interfere with 
each other. 

7 Prune to facilitate spraying or liar- 
v I st illg

The guinea haldt tias been defended 
by some subtle dealers oil I lie ground 
that it obfuscates the "foreign visitors 
to Hritisli salesrooms." On the utliei 
hand, those astute cambists have 
been known to growl at a few t lions 
and sterling added to tin* price of a 
valuable picture by the adhesion to t lie 
guinea style of bidding.

East India Insects and Trees Thai 
Produce the Substance, 

Inilia Is the home of the Coccus Inc 
ca, the insects that produce the resin 
ous substance known as shellac. The 
females puncture the twigs of several 
different kinds of trees, among them 
the bo, the hilmr and the butea, and 
the twigs become Incrusted with a 
hard, nearly transparent, reddish, res- 
inous substance that serves the double 
purpose of protecting the eggs and 
finally furnishing food for the young 
Insects. 

The Incrusted twigs are broken from 
the trees before the young insects ct*- 
capo and are thoroughly dried in the 
sun. These dried twigs are called 
“stick-lac,” and from them shellac and 
n dye analogous to cochineal are pre 
pared. "Seed-lac" Is (I e resinous con- 
cretion separated from the twigs, 
coarsely pounded and triturated with 
water in a mortar, by which nearly all 
of the coloring matter is removed. 

To prepare shellac the sced-lnc Is put 
into oblong cotton clot I. hags and 
warmed over a charcoal lire. When 
the resin begins to melt the bugs are 
twisted, and the pure clear resin Is 
allowed to How over flg wood planks 
or the smooth stems of the banyan tree 
and cools in the thin plates or shells 
which constitute shellac. 

Pure shellac Is very valuable. It is 
much harder than colophony and Is 
easily soluble in alcohol

Interval slowly began to toll ns if for 
a great one dead. The political ntmos 
pliere of Europe nt that time was In 
dleatlve of profound pence. Nothing 
of danger or disgrace coaid by any pos 
siliilit.v be conceived of ns threatening 
Strassburs or Its Inhabitants. Yet less 
than a year afterward the German ar 
lilies bail encircled t ho city with a ring 
of steel and tire. The German shells 
were falling thickly in iter streets nnd 
squares ami exploding even within the 
precincts of the stately cathedral it- 
self And precisely at 2 n. m.. Sept 
27. 1870. General Ulirich signed the 
capitulation which was to deliver 
Stnissburg Into tlie hands of tlie lu 
voders.
